VIN  Pointer  File  Description 

In  addition  to  the  vehicle  type  include/exclude  criteria  noted  above,  other  rules  also  restrict  what  vehicles  are  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File.  Vehicles  that,  as  a  group,  have  non-standard  VINs  will  be  excluded  from  the  VIN  Pointer  File  (non-standard 
VINs  do  not  adhere  to  the  format  defined  in  the  Final  Rule  on  Vehicle  Identification  Number  Requirements  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration).  As  an  example,  golf  carts  are  considered 
recreational  vehicles  (a  vehicle  type  on  the  "include"  list),  but  golf  carts  will  not  be  placed  on  the  VIN  Pointer  File  because  they 
are  typically  assigned  non-standard  VINs. 

In  addition,  the  VIN  Pointer  will  only  contain  titles  for  vehicles  that  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  an  active  title; 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  title  and  the  vehicle  has  a  model  year  of  1981  or  later  or 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  the  registration  is  the  proof  of  ownership. 

An  active  title  is  one  that  the  jurisdiction  considers  to  represent  current  ownership  of  a  vehicle.  The  jurisdiction  maintains 
current  data  regarding  the  title,  and  ownership  is  negotiable  based  on  the  title.  A  title  becomes  inactive  if  the  vehicle  is  retitled 
by  another  jurisdiction  (the  new  jurisdiction  now  has  the  active  title  and  the  title  in  the  old  jurisdiction  is  inactive).  A  title  also 
becomes  inactive  when  a  jurisdiction  marks  the  title  record  as  purged  (or  a  similar  status)  so  that  the  jurisdiction  no  longer 
considers  the  title  record  to  represent  current  ownership  of  the  vehicle.  Regardless,  states  should  not  provide  the  central  site 
title  records  that  are  inactive. 

Model  year  restrictions  were  applied  because  of  the  high  incidence  of  nonstandard  VIN  duplicates  on  pre-1981  vehicles. 
During  the  pilot,  counts  of  duplicate  VINs  from  1981  and  earlier  were  in  the  range  of  30  percent,  while  the  count  of  duplicate 
VINs  from  1982  and  later  was  between  two  and  five  percent. 

The  rules  above  exclude  vehicles  that: 

•  Have  been  garaged,  and 

•  Have  an  active  registration  only,  but  the  registration  is  not  the  proof  of  ownership  (the  vehicle  will  be  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File  by  the  state  having  the  active  title).

152  -  Was  trailer,  should've  been  truck.  Should  now  be  fixed. 

159  -  Was  trailer,  should've  been  truck.  Should  now  be  fixed. 

164  -  Was  trailer,  should've  been  truck.  Should  now  be  fixed. 

175  -  Was  trailer,  should've  been  truck.  Should  now  be  fixed. 

I  started  responding  to  each  test  case  in  the  second  group,  but  I've  noticed  the  errors  fall  into  three  categories: 

1.  Trucks  that  should've  been  trailers. 

2.  Have  expired  registration.  Are  we  doing  the  "pre-1980  and  not  registered"  exclusion  that  occurs  during 
normal  operations?  I  can't  find  these  rules  in  either  the  spreadsheet  or  the  documentation  previously 
provided. 

3.  Records  were  not  appropriately  being  filtered  when  title  was  inactive. 

I've  fixed  several  (but  probably  not  all)  of  the  truck/trailer  mismatches.  I've  added  the  necessary  changes  to  the  batch 
file  code  to  restrict  inactive  records.  This  seems  to  have  removed  dozens  of  the  failing  records.  Can  you  please  verify 
again  before  we  continue  with  narrower  issues?  Once  I  have  confirmation  on  the  registration  restriction,  I  can  add  that  if 
necessary.

VIN  Pointer  File  Description 

In  addition  to  the  vehicle  type  include/exclude  criteria  noted  above,  other  rules  also  restrict  what  vehicles  are  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File.  Vehicles  that,  as  a  group,  have  non-standard  VINs  will  be  excluded  from  the  VIN  Pointer  File  (non-standard 
VINs  do  not  adhere  to  the  format  defined  in  the  Final  Rule  on  Vehicle  Identification  Number  Requirements  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration).  As  an  example,  golf  carts  are  considered 
recreational  vehicles  (a  vehicle  type  on  the  "include"  list),  but  golf  carts  will  not  be  placed  on  the  VIN  Pointer  File  because  they 
are  typically  assigned  non-standard  VINs. 

In  addition,  the  VIN  Pointer  will  only  contain  titles  for  vehicles  that  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  an  active  title; 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  title  and  the  vehicle  has  a  model  year  of  1981  or  later  or 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  the  registration  is  the  proof  of  ownership. 

An  active  title  is  one  that  the  jurisdiction  considers  to  represent  current  ownership  of  a  vehicle.  The  jurisdiction  maintains 
current  data  regarding  the  title,  and  ownership  is  negotiable  based  on  the  title.  A  title  becomes  inactive  if  the  vehicle  is  retitled 
by  another  jurisdiction  (the  new  jurisdiction  now  has  the  active  title  and  the  title  in  the  old  jurisdiction  is  inactive).  A  title  also 
becomes  inactive  when  a  jurisdiction  marks  the  title  record  as  purged  (or  a  similar  status)  so  that  the  jurisdiction  no  longer 
considers  the  title  record  to  represent  current  ownership  of  the  vehicle.  Regardless,  states  should  not  provide  the  central  site 
title  records  that  are  inactive. 

Model  year  restrictions  were  applied  because  of  the  high  incidence  of  nonstandard  VIN  duplicates  on  pre-1981  vehicles. 
During  the  pilot,  counts  of  duplicate  VINs  from  1981  and  earlier  were  in  the  range  of  30  percent,  while  the  count  of  duplicate 
VINs  from  1982  and  later  was  between  two  and  five  percent. 

The  rules  above  exclude  vehicles  that: 

•  Have  been  garaged,  and 

•  Have  an  active  registration  only,  but  the  registration  is  not  the  proof  of  ownership  (the  vehicle  will  be  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File  by  the  state  having  the  active  title).

Are  we  doing  the  "pre-1980  and  not  registered"  exclusion  that  occurs  during 
normal  operations?  I  can't  find  these  rules  in  either  the  spreadsheet  or  the  documentation  previously 
provided. 

3.  Records  were  not  appropriately  being  filtered  when  title  was  inactive. 
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I've  fixed  several  (but  probably  not  all)  of  the  truck/trailer  mismatches.  I've  added  the  necessary  changes  to  the  batch 
file  code  to  restrict  inactive  records.  This  seems  to  have  removed  dozens  of  the  failing  records.  Can  you  please  verify 
again  before  we  continue  with  narrower  issues?  Once  I  have  confirmation  on  the  registration  restriction,  I  can  add  that  if 
necessary.

When  record  has  registration  only  and  no  title,  the  Registration  issue  date  should  be  used  as  Title  Issue  Date  and  Plate 
number  should  be  populated  in  the  Title  Number  field. 


I  looked  at  the  test  results  from  back  in  2010  and  see  that  AK  had  used  the  odometer  readings  of  UNKNOWN  and 
EXEMPT

VIN  Pointer  File  Description 

In  addition  to  the  vehicle  type  include/exclude  criteria  noted  above,  other  rules  also  restrict  what  vehicles  are  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File.  Vehicles  that,  as  a  group,  have  non-standard  VINs  will  be  excluded  from  the  VIN  Pointer  File  (non-standard 
VINs  do  not  adhere  to  the  format  defined  in  the  Final  Rule  on  Vehicle  Identification  Number  Requirements  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration).  As  an  example,  golf  carts  are  considered 
recreational  vehicles  (a  vehicle  type  on  the  "include"  list),  but  golf  carts  will  not  be  placed  on  the  VIN  Pointer  File  because  they 
are  typically  assigned  non-standard  VINs. 

In  addition,  the  VIN  Pointer  will  only  contain  titles  for  vehicles  that  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  an  active  title; 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  title  and  the  vehicle  has  a  model  year  of  1981  or  later  or 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  the  registration  is  the  proof  of  ownership. 

An  active  title  is  one  that  the  jurisdiction  considers  to  represent  current  ownership  of  a  vehicle.  The  jurisdiction  maintains 
current  data  regarding  the  title,  and  ownership  is  negotiable  based  on  the  title.  A  title  becomes  inactive  if  the  vehicle  is  retitled 
by  another  jurisdiction  (the  new  jurisdiction  now  has  the  active  title  and  the  title  in  the  old  jurisdiction  is  inactive).  A  title  also 
becomes  inactive  when  a  jurisdiction  marks  the  title  record  as  purged  (or  a  similar  status)  so  that  the  jurisdiction  no  longer 
considers  the  title  record  to  represent  current  ownership  of  the  vehicle.  Regardless,  states  should  not  provide  the  central  site 
title  records  that  are  inactive. 

Model  year  restrictions  were  applied  because  of  the  high  incidence  of  nonstandard  VIN  duplicates  on  pre-1981  vehicles. 
During  the  pilot,  counts  of  duplicate  VINs  from  1981  and  earlier  were  in  the  range  of  30  percent,  while  the  count  of  duplicate 
VINs  from  1982  and  later  was  between  two  and  five  percent. 

The  rules  above  exclude  vehicles  that: 

•  Have  been  garaged,  and 
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Have  an  active  registration  only,  but  the  registration  is  not  the  proof  of  ownership  (the  vehicle  will  be  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File  by  the  state  having  the  active  title).

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I  started  responding  to  each  test  case  in  the  second  group,  but  I've  noticed  the  errors  fall  into  three  categories: 

1.  Trucks  that  should've  been  trailers. 

2.  Have  expired  registration.  Are  we  doing  the  "pre-1980  and  not  registered"  exclusion  that  occurs  during 
normal  operations?  I  can't  find  these  rules  in  either  the  spreadsheet  or  the  documentation  previously 
provided. 

3.  Records  were  not  appropriately  being  filtered  when  title  was  inactive. 

I've  fixed  several  (but  probably  not  all)  of  the  truck/trailer  mismatches.  I've  added  the  necessary  changes  to  the  batch 
file  code  to  restrict  inactive  records.  This  seems  to  have  removed  dozens  of  the  failing  records.  Can  you  please  verify 
again  before  we  continue  with  narrower  issues?  Once  I  have  confirmation  on  the  registration  restriction,  I  can  add  that  if 
necessary.

There  are  records  with  odometer  reading  of  000000000,  we  do  not  allow  odometer  reading  of  all  zeros,  either  it  has  to 
be  UNKNOWN  or  a  valid  numeric  reading 

When  record  has  registration  only  and  no  title,  the  Registration  issue  date  should  be  used  as  Title  Issue  Date  and  Plate 
number  should  be  populated  in  the  Title  Number  field. 


I  looked  at  the  test  results  from  back  in  2010  and  see  that  AK  had  used  the  odometer  readings  of  UNKNOWN  and 
EXEMPT

They 
will  be  implementing  on  December  2,  2017. 

Junk  &  Salvage  Reporting  by  Individuals  -  Go  live 

A  few  years  ago  as  part  of  the  Federal  Advisory  Committee  there  was  a  discussion  between  the 
stakeholders  and  the  DOJ  regarding  individuals  who  are  involved  in  the  business  of  purchasing  vehicles 
for  parts  or  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  and  whether  or  not  these  individuals  have  an  obligation  to 
report  to  NMVTIS.  It  was  felt  that  the  reporting  obligation  has  not  been  as  clearly  articulated  in  either 
the  DOJ  regulations  or  in  any  of  the  policy  guidance. 

At  the  end  of  that  conversation  it  was  determined  that  individuals  engaged  in  the  act  of  acquiring  or 
owning  junk  or  salvage  automobiles  for  resale  did  have  an  obligation  to  report  to  NMVTIS.  What  we 
decided  in  conjunction  with  DOJ  was  to  allow  individuals  to  report  their  junk  and  salvage  vehicle 
information  to  NMVTIS  through  the  Direct  Reporting  Service  Website  maintained  by  AAMVA.  The 
reporting  service  is  now  known  as  the  Single  VI N  Reporting  Service.  The  website  was  recently  enhanced 
to  accommodate  reporting  by  individuals.  The  website  was  also  upgraded  with  a  new  look  and  feel. 

What  this  means  to  you  is  that  the  JSI  information  reported  by  individuals  will  appear  in  the  output  of  all 
of  the  NMVTIS  Inquiry  Applications  (i.e.  SWI,  Online)  where  JSI  data  is  displayed.  We  have  also 
established  a  new  entity  type  "N"  for  individuals.

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State  Funding  Program  Update 


Vivienne  -  AAMVA  put  out  a  solicitation  to  states  who  were  either  not  fully  participating  in  NMVTIS  or 
had  not  yet  begun  to  participate  to  apply  for  funding.  We  have  not  yet  awarded  any  grants  to  the  States 
as  a  result  of  the  solicitation.  The  recommendations  were  taken  to  our  executive  committee  this  week 
and  they  have  asked  for  some  additional  information  that  we're  in  the  process  of  gathering.  Once  we 
have  that  information  we'll  seek  final  approval  from  the  DOJ. 

Once  we  have  the  final  approval  the  States  will  be  contacted  directly  before  we  do  any  sort  of  public 
announcement.

Missing  Texas  Brand  Records  in  NMVTIS 

Tony  -  Over  the  Labor  Day  weekend  we  made  a  few  system  changes  on  our  end  which  impacted  a  job 
that  sends  data  over  to  our  NMVTIS  job  for  processing  brands.  The  information  indicating  a  vehicle  as  a 
Junk  or  Salvage  was  not  getting  send  over  to  our  MNVTIS  Processing  Module.  That  said,  our  junk  and 
salvage  brand  records  were  not  being  sent  to  NMVTIS.  About  175K  brand  records  were  not  sent  to 
NMVTIS.  The  good  news  is  that  the  title  records  associated  with  the  junk  and  salvage  vehicles  were  sent 
to  NMVTIS.  If  the  vehicle  was  a  flood  damaged  vehicle  the  flood  damage  brand  did  go  to  NMVTIS  but 
not  the  accompanying  the  salvage  or  not  repairable  designation  junk  brands. 

The  issue  has  been  fixed  as  of  Monday  11/13.  We  are  hoping  to  get  the  175K  brands  added  to  NMVTIS 
next  week.  If  anybody  is  interested  in  knowing  how  to  identify  a  Texas  salvage  or  not  repairable  vehicle 
it's  going  to  be  a  pink  title  or  burnt  orange  document.  Both  of  the  title  documents  start  with  a  title 
number  of  297.  It's  quite  possible  that  when  you  see  these  documents  they  do  not  have  a  salvage  or 
junk  brand  in  NMVTIS. 

Barb  from  Wisconsin  -  What  do  the  pink  title  and  burnt  orange  documents  represent? 

Tony  -  The  pink  title  documents  belong  to  salvage  vehicles  that  can  be  repaired.  The  burnt  orange 
documents  belong  to  vehicles  that  are  non-repairable  or  junk  and  should  not  be  put  back  on  the  road. 

Antique  or  Historic  Vehicles 

Tiffany  from  Maryland  -  It's  my  understanding  that  you  to  not  have  to  send  title  records  to  NMVTIS  for 
those  vehicles  that  have  a  model  year  of  1981  or  older? 

Amir -True.  But,  any  vehicle  with  a  model  year  of  1981  or  older  with  an  active  registration  the  title 
record  should  be  sent  to  NMVTIS. 

Tiffany  from  Maryland  -  We  have  a  vehicle  here  in  Maryland  that  we  titled  from  a  New  York  registration. 
However,  there  is  no  NY  title  for  this  vehicle  in  NMVTIS.  What  we  see  in  NMVTIS  is  that  Texas  titled  the 
vehicle  from  New  Mexico.  Who  is  to  become  the  current  state  of  title  in  NMVTIS  for  that  VIN  number? 
Vivienne  asks  MD  if  they  have  verified  the  VIN.  Tiffany  says  they  are  working  with  their  investigative  unit 
right  now. 

Amir  -  If  the  VINs  is  determined  to  be  valid  you  would  report  the  vehicle  to  NMVTIS  just  as  you  would 
report  any  other  vehicle.  Once  you  have  added  the  title  to  NMVTIS  Maryland  would  become  the  current 
state  of  title  and  the  Texas  record  would  be  moved  to  title  history. 
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Vivienne  -  We  recommend  that  Maryland  first  get  the  VIN  verification  done  to  determine  if  you  truly 
have  the  same  vehicle  that  Texas  has  titled  before  you  add  the  title  record  to  NMVTIS.  If  you  are  still 
unclear  please  shoot  an  email  to  Neil  or  myself. 

General  Questions  about  Junk  and  Salvage  Reporting 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  So,  individuals  will  begin  reporting  junk  and  salvage  reporting  on  Monday.  Correct? 
Vivienne  -  Yes.  Go  Live  Monday.  These  are  the  changes  that  we  have  made  to  the  AAMVA  Reporting 
Service  website  to  support  reporting  by  individuals. 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  So  the  reports  from  individuals  will  be  displayed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  reports 
that  are  coming  from  Junk  and  Salvage  Operators? 

AAMVA  -  Yes.  No  changes  to  your  system  are  required  to  receive  this  information.  So  where  you  would 
normally  see  a  Company  Name  in  the  Entity  Name  Field,  if  the  entity  is  an  individual  you  would  see  a 
First  and  Last  Name  in  the  Entity  Name  Field. 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  If  a  vehicle  has  been  reported  to  NMVTIS  then  it  is  has  been  deemed  to  be  Salvage  or 
at  least  Junk.  Is  that  correct? 

Vivienne  -  As  per  the  regulations,  any  entity  that  takes  into  their  possession  five  or  more  vehicles 
annually  that  they  deem  junk  or  salvage,  or  in  case  of  an  insurance  company  if  they  deem  the  vehicle  to 
be  a  "total  loss".  Those  businesses  have  an  obligation  to  report  those  vehicles  to  NMVTIS.  If  the  business 
had  determined  that  the  vehicle  is  not  junk  or  salvage  they  should  not  be  reporting  the  vehicle. 

How  you  interpret  the  fact  that  the  vehicle  has  been  reported  to  NMVTIS  is  up  to  the  state.  I  know  for 
some  states  a  JSI  report  on  a  vehicle  indicates  a  need  for  an  inspection.  For  other  states  a  JSI  report  on  a 
vehicle  may  indicate  a  need  to  place  a  "JUNK"  brand  on  the  vehicle.  You  decide  how  you  want  to  use  the 
JSI  information  in  NMVTIS. 

Karen  from  Ohio -That's  what  we  have  been  doing.  Thank  you  for  confirming  what  we  have  heard  all 
along. 

Rolene  from  Arizona  -  Follow-up  question.  Are  there  definitions  for  the  Junk  and  Salvage  vehicles  in 
NMVTIS  so  I  can  see  how  they  match-up  with  our  definitions? 

Vivienne  -  What  I  can  point  you  to  are  the  NMVTIS  Regulations.  The  determination  of  a  status  of  junk 
and  salvage  is  made  by  the  entity.  Here  are  the  definitions  for  Junk  and  Salvage  vehicles  and  Total  Loss 
from  the  Anti  Car  Theft  Act: 

Junk  Automobile:  An  automobile  that: 

(A)  is  incapable  of  operating  on  public  streets,  roads,  and  highways;  and 

(B)  Has  no  value  except  as  a  source  of  parts  or  scrap. 

Salvage  Automobile:  An  automobile  that  is  damaged  by  collision,  fire,  flood,  accident,  trespass, 
or  other  event,  to  the  extent  that  its  fair  salvage  value  plus  the  cost  of  repairing  the  automobile 
for  legal  operation  on  public  streets,  roads,  and  highways  would  be  more  than  the  fair  market 
value  of  the  automobile  immediately  before  the  event  that  caused  the  damage.  Salvage 
automobiles  include  automobiles  determined  to  be  a  total  loss  under  the  law  of  the  applicable 
jurisdiction  or  designated  as  a  total  loss  by  an  insurer  under  the  terms  of  its  policies,  regardless 
of  whether  or  not  the  ownership  of  the  vehicle  is  transferred  to  the  insurance  carrier. 
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Total  Loss:  The  cost  of  repairing  such  vehicles  plus  projected  supplements  plus  projected  diminished 
resale  value  plus  rental  reimbursement  expense  exceeds  the  cost  of  buying  the  damaged  motor  vehicle 
at  its  pre-accident  value,  minus  the  proceeds  of  selling  the  damaged  motor  vehicle  for  salvage.

Vivienne  -  One  more  thing.  We  are  looking  to  enhance  the  NMVTIS  Junk,  Salvage  and  Insurance 
application.  Thank  you  to  all  states  that  responded  to  the  JSI  survey  we  sent  out  last  summer.  We  were 
looking  for  some  input  on  the  requirements.  One  of  the  things  we  would  like  to  change  is  on  the  vehicle 
report  from  insurers.  Instead  of  the  insurers  report  having  a  disposition  of  salvage  we  would  like  to 
change  this  to  total  loss.  We  will  provide  you  additional  information  on  this  topic  once  we  get  closer  to 
implementation.

Missing  Texas  Brand  Records  in  NMVTIS 

Tony  -  Over  the  Labor  Day  weekend  we  made  a  few  system  changes  on  our  end  which  impacted  a  job 
that  sends  data  over  to  our  NMVTIS  job  for  processing  brands.  The  information  indicating  a  vehicle  as  a 
Junk  or  Salvage  was  not  getting  send  over  to  our  MNVTIS  Processing  Module.  That  said,  our  junk  and 
salvage  brand  records  were  not  being  sent  to  NMVTIS.  About  175K  brand  records  were  not  sent  to 
NMVTIS.  The  good  news  is  that  the  title  records  associated  with  the  junk  and  salvage  vehicles  were  sent 
to  NMVTIS.  If  the  vehicle  was  a  flood  damaged  vehicle  the  flood  damage  brand  did  go  to  NMVTIS  but 
not  the  accompanying  the  salvage  or  not  repairable  designation  junk  brands. 

The  issue  has  been  fixed  as  of  Monday  11/13.  We  are  hoping  to  get  the  175K  brands  added  to  NMVTIS 
next  week.  If  anybody  is  interested  in  knowing  how  to  identify  a  Texas  salvage  or  not  repairable  vehicle 
it's  going  to  be  a  pink  title  or  burnt  orange  document.  Both  of  the  title  documents  start  with  a  title 
number  of  297.  It's  quite  possible  that  when  you  see  these  documents  they  do  not  have  a  salvage  or 
junk  brand  in  NMVTIS. 

Barb  from  Wisconsin  -  What  do  the  pink  title  and  burnt  orange  documents  represent? 

Tony  -  The  pink  title  documents  belong  to  salvage  vehicles  that  can  be  repaired.  The  burnt  orange 
documents  belong  to  vehicles  that  are  non-repairable  or  junk  and  should  not  be  put  back  on  the  road. 

Antique  or  Historic  Vehicles 

Tiffany  from  Maryland  -  It's  my  understanding  that  you  to  not  have  to  send  title  records  to  NMVTIS  for 
those  vehicles  that  have  a  model  year  of  1981  or  older? 

Amir -True.  But,  any  vehicle  with  a  model  year  of  1981  or  older  with  an  active  registration  the  title 
record  should  be  sent  to  NMVTIS. 

Tiffany  from  Maryland  -  We  have  a  vehicle  here  in  Maryland  that  we  titled  from  a  New  York  registration. 
However,  there  is  no  NY  title  for  this  vehicle  in  NMVTIS.  What  we  see  in  NMVTIS  is  that  Texas  titled  the 
vehicle  from  New  Mexico.  Who  is  to  become  the  current  state  of  title  in  NMVTIS  for  that  VIN  number? 
Vivienne  asks  MD  if  they  have  verified  the  VIN.  Tiffany  says  they  are  working  with  their  investigative  unit 
right  now. 

Amir  -  If  the  VINs  is  determined  to  be  valid  you  would  report  the  vehicle  to  NMVTIS  just  as  you  would 
report  any  other  vehicle.  Once  you  have  added  the  title  to  NMVTIS  Maryland  would  become  the  current 
state  of  title  and  the  Texas  record  would  be  moved  to  title  history. 
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Vivienne  -  We  recommend  that  Maryland  first  get  the  VIN  verification  done  to  determine  if  you  truly 
have  the  same  vehicle  that  Texas  has  titled  before  you  add  the  title  record  to  NMVTIS.  If  you  are  still 
unclear  please  shoot  an  email  to  Neil  or  myself. 

General  Questions  about  Junk  and  Salvage  Reporting 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  So,  individuals  will  begin  reporting  junk  and  salvage  reporting  on  Monday.  Correct? 
Vivienne  -  Yes.  Go  Live  Monday.  These  are  the  changes  that  we  have  made  to  the  AAMVA  Reporting 
Service  website  to  support  reporting  by  individuals. 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  So  the  reports  from  individuals  will  be  displayed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  reports 
that  are  coming  from  Junk  and  Salvage  Operators? 

AAMVA  -  Yes.  No  changes  to  your  system  are  required  to  receive  this  information.  So  where  you  would 
normally  see  a  Company  Name  in  the  Entity  Name  Field,  if  the  entity  is  an  individual  you  would  see  a 
First  and  Last  Name  in  the  Entity  Name  Field. 

Karen  from  Ohio  -  If  a  vehicle  has  been  reported  to  NMVTIS  then  it  is  has  been  deemed  to  be  Salvage  or 
at  least  Junk.  Is  that  correct? 

Vivienne  -  As  per  the  regulations,  any  entity  that  takes  into  their  possession  five  or  more  vehicles 
annually  that  they  deem  junk  or  salvage,  or  in  case  of  an  insurance  company  if  they  deem  the  vehicle  to 
be  a  "total  loss".  Those  businesses  have  an  obligation  to  report  those  vehicles  to  NMVTIS.  If  the  business 
had  determined  that  the  vehicle  is  not  junk  or  salvage  they  should  not  be  reporting  the  vehicle. 

How  you  interpret  the  fact  that  the  vehicle  has  been  reported  to  NMVTIS  is  up  to  the  state.  I  know  for 
some  states  a  JSI  report  on  a  vehicle  indicates  a  need  for  an  inspection.  For  other  states  a  JSI  report  on  a 
vehicle  may  indicate  a  need  to  place  a  "JUNK"  brand  on  the  vehicle.  You  decide  how  you  want  to  use  the 
JSI  information  in  NMVTIS. 

Karen  from  Ohio -That's  what  we  have  been  doing.  Thank  you  for  confirming  what  we  have  heard  all 
along. 

Rolene  from  Arizona  -  Follow-up  question.  Are  there  definitions  for  the  Junk  and  Salvage  vehicles  in 
NMVTIS  so  I  can  see  how  they  match-up  with  our  definitions? 

Vivienne  -  What  I  can  point  you  to  are  the  NMVTIS  Regulations.  The  determination  of  a  status  of  junk 
and  salvage  is  made  by  the  entity.  Here  are  the  definitions  for  Junk  and  Salvage  vehicles  and  Total  Loss 
from  the  Anti  Car  Theft  Act: 

Junk  Automobile:  An  automobile  that: 

(A)  is  incapable  of  operating  on  public  streets,  roads,  and  highways;  and 

(B)  Has  no  value  except  as  a  source  of  parts  or  scrap. 

Salvage  Automobile:  An  automobile  that  is  damaged  by  collision,  fire,  flood,  accident,  trespass, 
or  other  event,  to  the  extent  that  its  fair  salvage  value  plus  the  cost  of  repairing  the  automobile 
for  legal  operation  on  public  streets,  roads,  and  highways  would  be  more  than  the  fair  market 
value  of  the  automobile  immediately  before  the  event  that  caused  the  damage.  Salvage 
automobiles  include  automobiles  determined  to  be  a  total  loss  under  the  law  of  the  applicable 
jurisdiction  or  designated  as  a  total  loss  by  an  insurer  under  the  terms  of  its  policies,  regardless 
of  whether  or  not  the  ownership  of  the  vehicle  is  transferred  to  the  insurance  carrier. 
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Total  Loss:  The  cost  of  repairing  such  vehicles  plus  projected  supplements  plus  projected  diminished 
resale  value  plus  rental  reimbursement  expense  exceeds  the  cost  of  buying  the  damaged  motor  vehicle 
at  its  pre-accident  value,  minus  the  proceeds  of  selling  the  damaged  motor  vehicle  for  salvage.

Vivienne  -  One  more  thing.  We  are  looking  to  enhance  the  NMVTIS  Junk,  Salvage  and  Insurance 
application.  Thank  you  to  all  states  that  responded  to  the  JSI  survey  we  sent  out  last  summer.  We  were 
looking  for  some  input  on  the  requirements.  One  of  the  things  we  would  like  to  change  is  on  the  vehicle 
report  from  insurers.  Instead  of  the  insurers  report  having  a  disposition  of  salvage  we  would  like  to 
change  this  to  total  loss.  We  will  provide  you  additional  information  on  this  topic  once  we  get  closer  to 
implementation.

Nevada  DMV:  Use  DMV  Appointments  and  Alternative 
Services  to  Avoid  'Black  Monday' 

The  Nevada  DMV  is  asking  the  public  to  use  appointments,  online  services  and 
kiosks  to  avoid  long  wait  times  before  and  after  the  upcoming  Thanksgiving 
holiday.  The  Monday  after  Thanksgiving,  informally  called  "Black  Monday,"  is  the 
busiest  day  of  the  year  for  the  DMV.  The  days  prior  to  the  four-day  Thanksgiving 
break  and  the  entire  week  after  are  also  unusually  busy.  The  DMV  website, 
dmvnv.com,  offers  nearly  two  dozen  online  transactions  including  address 
changes,  driver  history  printouts,  personalized  plate  orders  and  even  original 
registration  for  vehicle  purchase  from  a  Nevada  dealer. 


California:  Fraudulent  Use  of  Disabled  Parking  Placards 
Results  in  135  Citations 

Investigators  with  the  California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV)  issued 
misdemeanor  citations  to  1 35  people  caught  fraudulently  using  disabled  person 
parking  placards  during  23  enforcement  operations  in  October  2017.  Offenders 
must  appear  in  court  to  face  possible  fines  that  range  from  $250  to  $1 ,000.  The 
DMV  carries  out  numerous  enforcement  operations  every  month  throughout  the 
state  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  impact  that  disabled  person  parking  placard  fraud 
has  on  the  mobility  of  those  with  disabilities.  It  is  important  to  note  that  some 
qualifying  disabilities  are  not  visually  apparent  and  allegations  of  misuse  may  be 
unfounded.

NTSB:  Highway  Deaths  Lead  National  Increase  in 
Transportation  Fatalities 

Data  released  by  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board  revealed  2,030  more 
people  died  in  transportation  accidents  in  2016  than  in  2015,  with  highway 
fatalities  accounting  for  95  percent  of  all  transportation  fatalities  in  2016. 

The  data  indicate  39,339  people  lost  their  lives  in  transportation  accidents  in  2016, 
compared  to  37,309  who  died  in  2015.  In  addition  to  the  increase  in  highway 
fatalities,  increases  were  also  seen  in  the  marine  and  railroad  sectors,  with  a  slight 
decrease  in  aviation  fatalities.

Nevada  DMV:  Use  DMV  Appointments  and  Alternative 
Services  to  Avoid  'Black  Monday' 

The  Nevada  DMV  is  asking  the  public  to  use  appointments,  online  services  and 
kiosks  to  avoid  long  wait  times  before  and  after  the  upcoming  Thanksgiving 
holiday.  The  Monday  after  Thanksgiving,  informally  called  "Black  Monday,"  is  the 
busiest  day  of  the  year  for  the  DMV.  The  days  prior  to  the  four-day  Thanksgiving 
break  and  the  entire  week  after  are  also  unusually  busy.  The  DMV  website, 
dmvnv.com,  offers  nearly  two  dozen  online  transactions  including  address 
changes,  driver  history  printouts,  personalized  plate  orders  and  even  original 
registration  for  vehicle  purchase  from  a  Nevada  dealer. 


California:  Fraudulent  Use  of  Disabled  Parking  Placards 
Results  in  135  Citations 

Investigators  with  the  California  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  (DMV)  issued 
misdemeanor  citations  to  1 35  people  caught  fraudulently  using  disabled  person 
parking  placards  during  23  enforcement  operations  in  October  2017.  Offenders 
must  appear  in  court  to  face  possible  fines  that  range  from  $250  to  $1 ,000.  The 
DMV  carries  out  numerous  enforcement  operations  every  month  throughout  the 
state  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  impact  that  disabled  person  parking  placard  fraud 
has  on  the  mobility  of  those  with  disabilities.  It  is  important  to  note  that  some 
qualifying  disabilities  are  not  visually  apparent  and  allegations  of  misuse  may  be 
unfounded.

NTSB:  Highway  Deaths  Lead  National  Increase  in 
Transportation  Fatalities 

Data  released  by  the  National  Transportation  Safety  Board  revealed  2,030  more 
people  died  in  transportation  accidents  in  2016  than  in  2015,  with  highway 
fatalities  accounting  for  95  percent  of  all  transportation  fatalities  in  2016. 

The  data  indicate  39,339  people  lost  their  lives  in  transportation  accidents  in  2016, 
compared  to  37,309  who  died  in  2015.  In  addition  to  the  increase  in  highway 
fatalities,  increases  were  also  seen  in  the  marine  and  railroad  sectors,  with  a  slight 
decrease  in  aviation  fatalities.  Read  more  here.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Thank  you  for  this  notification.  Both  DMV  and  FMCSA  are  aware  of  the  issues  noted  in  the  report  and  DMV 
is  actively  working  to  resolve  them.  Some  factors  contributing  to  the  Timeliness/Quality  Errors: 

The  Timeliness  Errors  are  due  to  staff  diligently  working  the  backlog  of  E-Dispo  records  that  were  not 
reported  to  DMV  by  the  courts.  These  will  continue  to  be  high  until  that  backlog  is  caught  up.  Part  of  this 
delay  is  attributed  to  the  lack  of  distinction  between  CDL/non-CDL  citations;  additional  steps  are  required 
to  identify  and  manually  update  CDL  citations/pointers  in  CDLIS,  which  significantly  slows  the  process. 
Although  DMV  has  expressed  the  need  for  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (DPS)  to  add  a  "CDL  Indicator" 
to  citation  forms,  both  DPS  and  the  Alaska  Court  System  (ACS)  has  deemed  it  impracticable.  Staff  must 
continue  to  manually  decipher  each  out  of  state  license  record  to  see  if  it  is  a  CDL. 

The  Quality  Errors  are  in  part  because  there  has  been  a  large  learning  curve  for  staff,  and  because  AAMVA 
reports  multiple  attempts  to  submit  the  same  record  as  separate  errors,  which  skews  the  percentages. 
Staff  are  refining  error  correction  processes  to  reduce  unnecessary  correction  attempts  which  should 
reduce  error  compounding  overall.

Of  these  thirteen  test  cases,  035  and  096  were  excluded  due  to  their  Vehicle  Type.  The  other  eleven,  including 
test  case  111,  were  all  included  in  the  last  execution.  I  believe  the  ambiguity  here  is  due  to  the  column  “Reg 
Status”.  My  understanding  is  that,  by  definition,  no  vehicle  can  have  an  active  registration  alongside  a  title 
issued  as  “Title  Only”.  It  is  also  my  understanding  that  titles  should  not  be  reported  for  pre-1981  vehicles 
without  an  active  registration.  I’ve  made  the  appropriate  changes  to  exclude  such  records.  As  a  result,  there  are 
now  eleven  fewer  title  records.  This  implementation  also  perfectly  matches  the  check  we  make  in  our  “Title 
Only”  title  issuance  process. 

Also,  there  is  now  one  fewer  result  in  the  brand  file.  You  mentioned  previously  that  case  158,  a  trailer  variant  of 
“TN  -  Tanker”,  was  included  when  you  were  not  expecting  it.  This  was  another  instance  of  a  truck  class  being 
supplied  instead  of  a  trailer  class,  and  the  class  has  been  corrected. 

Please  let  me  know  if  I’m  somehow  mistaken  in  my  understanding  that  all  1 1  of  the  records  should  be  excluded.

VIN  Pointer  File  Description 

In  addition  to  the  vehicle  type  include/exclude  criteria  noted  above,  other  rules  also  restrict  what  vehicles  are  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File.  Vehicles  that,  as  a  group,  have  non-standard  VINs  will  be  excluded  from  the  VIN  Pointer  File  (non-standard 
VINs  do  not  adhere  to  the  format  defined  in  the  Final  Rule  on  Vehicle  Identification  Number  Requirements  provided  by  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration).  As  an  example,  golf  carts  are  considered 
recreational  vehicles  (a  vehicle  type  on  the  "include"  list),  but  golf  carts  will  not  be  placed  on  the  VIN  Pointer  File  because  they 
are  typically  assigned  non-standard  VINs. 

In  addition,  the  VIN  Pointer  will  only  contain  titles  for  vehicles  that  meet  at  least  one  of  the  following  criteria: 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  an  active  title; 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  title  and  the  vehicle  has  a  model  year  of  1981  or  later  or 

•  Vehicle  has  an  active  registration  and  the  registration  is  the  proof  of  ownership. 

An  active  title  is  one  that  the  jurisdiction  considers  to  represent  current  ownership  of  a  vehicle.  The  jurisdiction  maintains 
current  data  regarding  the  title,  and  ownership  is  negotiable  based  on  the  title.  A  title  becomes  inactive  if  the  vehicle  is  retitled 
by  another  jurisdiction  (the  new  jurisdiction  now  has  the  active  title  and  the  title  in  the  old  jurisdiction  is  inactive).  A  title  also 
becomes  inactive  when  a  jurisdiction  marks  the  title  record  as  purged  (or  a  similar  status)  so  that  the  jurisdiction  no  longer 
considers  the  title  record  to  represent  current  ownership  of  the  vehicle.  Regardless,  states  should  not  provide  the  central  site 
title  records  that  are  inactive. 

Model  year  restrictions  were  applied  because  of  the  high  incidence  of  nonstandard  VIN  duplicates  on  pre-1981  vehicles. 
During  the  pilot,  counts  of  duplicate  VINs  from  1981  and  earlier  were  in  the  range  of  30  percent,  while  the  count  of  duplicate 
VINs  from  1982  and  later  was  between  two  and  five  percent. 

The  rules  above  exclude  vehicles  that: 

•  Have  been  garaged,  and 
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Have  an  active  registration  only,  but  the  registration  is  not  the  proof  of  ownership  (the  vehicle  will  be  added  to  the 
VIN  Pointer  File  by  the  state  having  the  active  title).

2.  Have  expired  registration.  Are  we  doing  the  "pre-1980  and  not  registered"  exclusion  that  occurs  during 
normal  operations?  I  can't  find  these  rules  in  either  the  spreadsheet  or  the  documentation  previously 
provided. 

3.  Records  were  not  appropriately  being  filtered  when  title  was  inactive. 

I've  fixed  several  (but  probably  not  all)  of  the  truck/trailer  mismatches.  I've  added  the  necessary  changes  to  the  batch 
file  code  to  restrict  inactive  records.  This  seems  to  have  removed  dozens  of  the  failing  records.  Can  you  please  verify 
again  before  we  continue  with  narrower  issues?  Once  I  have  confirmation  on  the  registration  restriction,  I  can  add  that  if 
necessary.

Good  morning,  Mina. 

I  meant  to  respond  earlier  to  this  email  and  apologize  for  the  delay. 

Thank  you  for  letting  us  know  about  the  delay  in  your  Implementation.  As  you  know,  ideally  we  request  that 
Jurisdictions  implement  the  Structured  tested  changes  to  Production  within  6  weeks  of  completing  the  Structured  test. 
That  said,  we  understand  that  there  are  other  delays  due  to  which  the  Implementation  does  not  happen  within  that  6 
weeks.  In  AK's  case,  AK  completed  the  Structured  test  for  all  applications  on  9/26/17,  that  makes  it  about  In  AK  originally 
completed  the  Structured  test  on  Sept  26th,  which  makes  it  about  16  weeks  (almost  3  'A  -  4  months)  since  you  completed 
the  Structured  test.  Typically,  with  such  a  huge  time  delay  between  the  Structured  test  and  Implementation,  we  require 
that  Jurisdictions  perform  a  complete  End  to  End  pass  of  the  Structured  test.  That  is  jurisdictions  execute  ALL  the  driver 
streams  as  they  would  in  an  End  to  End  pass  with  the  expectation  it  would  be  a  clean  run.  In  case  of  any  issues  that  arise 
during  this  execution  phase,  we  would  have  to  discuss  further  testing  needed. 

That  said,  AK  completed  a  smoke  test  in  November  with  the  AK  gap  code  and  there  have  been  no  issues  of  the  select 
driver  streams  we  executed  during  the  smoke  test.  Keeping  that  in  mind,  I  propose  that  you  do  a  little  more  than  what 
we  did  during  the  smoke  test  but  not  all  the  driver  streams  for  SPEXS  and  PDPS.  We  will  review  the  Test  plans  and 
propose  the  driver  streams  to  be  executed  for  this  phase  of  testing.

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1.0  INTRODUCTION 


The  American  Association  of  Motor  Vehicle  Administrators  is  a  voluntary,  nonprofit,  tax  exempt,  educational  organization 
of  state  and  provincial  officials  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  responsible  for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of 
laws  pertaining  to  the  motor  vehicle  and  its  use. 

The  AAMVA's  scope  of  operation  encompasses  the  states  of  the  U.S.,  Canadian  provinces,  and  territories  of  both  countries. 
Its  principle  endeavors  are: 

Developing  model  programs  in  disciplines  related  to  motor  vehicle  administration,  traffic  law 
enforcement,  and  highway  safety,  and  acting  as  a  repository  for  specific  programs  in  these  disciplines; 

Serving  as  an  information  clearinghouse  for  these  same  disciplines;  and 

Serving  as  a  united  voice  for  these  interests  and  related  issues. 

The  founders  wisely  perceived  that  while  many  problems  of  motor  vehicle  administration  and  police  traffic  services  would 
be  national  and  international  in  scope,  much  of  the  strength  and  actual  operation  of  the  total  organization  would  depend 
on  continued  influence  and  functioning  of  regional  organizations.

Resources  Control  Board  (SWRCB),  Department  of  Resources  Recycling  and 
Recovery  (CalRecycle),  California  Air  Resources  Board  (CARB),  and  California 
Department  of  Tax  and  Fee  Administration  (CDTFA)  to  investigate  the 
occurrences  of  unlicensed  and  unregulated  vehicle  dismantling.  DMV’s 
investigators  will  continue  focusing  on  problem  areas  throughout  the  state  by 
identifying  and  citing  unlicensed  vehicle  dismantlers,  as  well  as  checking  for 
compliance  with  state  law  and  environmental  regulations.  The  DMV  also  is 
unveiling  a  poster  and  webpage  to  educate  Californians  on  the  impact  of 
unlicensed  vehicle  dismantling.  Read  more  here. 

AAA  and  Nevada  Launch  DMV  Services  in  Carson  City 

AAA  will  be  partnering  with  Nevada  DMV  to  provide  DMV  services  to  patrons  in 
the  Carson  City,  Nevada  area.  As  part  of  a  pilot  program,  patrons  will  be  able  to 
complete  services  that  traditionally  would  need  to  be  taken  to  a  Nevada  DMV 
office  location.  This  service  has  been  5  years  in  the  making  and  will  be  the  first  of 
its  kind  to  provide  two  different  states,  Nevada  and  California,  DMV  services  in  one 
location.  Most  services  will  be  open  to  Members  and  non-Members.  In  2016,  DMV

FEDERAL  NEWS 


Government  Funding  Set  to  Expire  on  December  8 

Federal  government  funding  is  scheduled  to  end  with  the  expiration  of  the  current 
continuing  resolution  (P.L.  115-56)  on  December  8th.  Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

NHTSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  State  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Programs 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  the  State  Highway  Safety  Grant  Programs. 
The  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FAST)  Act,  Public  Law  114-94, 
authorizes  NHTSA  to  issue  highway  safety  grants  to  States.  Specifically,  these 
grant  programs  include  the  Highway  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  402  or 
Section  402) ,  the  National  Priority  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  405  or 
Section  405)  and  a  separate  grant  on  racial  profiling  data  collection  (Pub.  L.  109- 
59,  Sec.  1906  or  Section  1906,  as  amended  by  Sec.  4011,  Pub.  L.  114-94). 
NHTSA  uses  a  consolidated  application  process  that  relies  on  the  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  States  submit  under  the  Section  402  program  as  a  single  application. 
The  information  required  to  be  submitted  for  these  grants  includes  the  HSP  and 
application  materials  that  cover  Section  405  grants  and  the  Section  1906  grant. 
States  also  must  submit  an  annual  report  evaluating  their  progress  in  achieving 
performance  targets.  States  may  be  required  to  receive  assessments  of  their  State 
programs  in  order  to  receive  a  grant.  NHTSA  has  implemented  an  interim  final  rule 
that  creates  uniform  procedures  for  States  to  apply  for  grant  funds  (81  FR  32554, 
May  23,  2016),  and  will  issue  a  final  rule  in  the  near  future.  These  procedures 
specify  the  information  that  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  receive  a  grant  and  the 
type  of  information  required  to  verify  performance  under  the  grants.

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
comment  deadline  for  the  information  collection  request  entitled,  "Visual  Scanning 
Training  for  Older  Drivers."  According  to  the  notice,  studies  have  identified 
particular  situations  where  older  drivers  are  most  at  risk,  including  navigating 
intersections  and  merging.

Government  Funding  Set  to  Expire  on  December  8 

Federal  government  funding  is  scheduled  to  end  with  the  expiration  of  the  current 
continuing  resolution  (P.L.  115-56)  on  December  8th.  Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

AAA  and  Nevada  Launch  DMV  Services  in  Carson  City 

AAA  will  be  partnering  with  Nevada  DMV  to  provide  DMV  services  to  patrons  in 
the  Carson  City,  Nevada  area.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


Government  Funding  Set  to  Expire  on  December  8 

Federal  government  funding  is  scheduled  to  end  with  the  expiration  of  the  current 
continuing  resolution  (P.L.  115-56)  on  December  8th.  Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

NHTSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  State  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Programs 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  the  State  Highway  Safety  Grant  Programs. 
The  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FAST)  Act,  Public  Law  114-94, 
authorizes  NHTSA  to  issue  highway  safety  grants  to  States.  Specifically,  these 
grant  programs  include  the  Highway  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  402  or 
Section  402) ,  the  National  Priority  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  405  or 
Section  405)  and  a  separate  grant  on  racial  profiling  data  collection  (Pub.  L.  109- 
59,  Sec.  1906  or  Section  1906,  as  amended  by  Sec.  4011,  Pub.  L.  114-94). 
NHTSA  uses  a  consolidated  application  process  that  relies  on  the  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  States  submit  under  the  Section  402  program  as  a  single  application. 
The  information  required  to  be  submitted  for  these  grants  includes  the  HSP  and 
application  materials  that  cover  Section  405  grants  and  the  Section  1906  grant. 
States  also  must  submit  an  annual  report  evaluating  their  progress  in  achieving 
performance  targets.  States  may  be  required  to  receive  assessments  of  their  State 
programs  in  order  to  receive  a  grant.  NHTSA  has  implemented  an  interim  final  rule 
that  creates  uniform  procedures  for  States  to  apply  for  grant  funds  (81  FR  32554, 
May  23,  2016),  and  will  issue  a  final  rule  in  the  near  future.  These  procedures 
specify  the  information  that  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  receive  a  grant  and  the 
type  of  information  required  to  verify  performance  under  the  grants.  Under  these 
efforts,  NHTSA  has  taken  actions  to  streamline  the  required  application 
procedures,  including  the  expanded  use  of  an  electronic  submission  process 
identified  as  the  Grants  Management  Solutions  Suite  (GMSS).  This  system  will 
replace  the  current  grants  management  tracking  system  and  allows  States  to  apply 
for  and  receive  grants  electronically.  NHTSA  plans  to  introduce  an  updated  version 
of  GMSS  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Respondents  to  this  ICR  include  the  50  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  5  territories.  Comments  should  be  submitted  by 
January  26,  2018. 


FMCSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  Proposed  Driver 
Commuting  Practices  Survey 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  a  new  information 
collection  request  on  the  proposed  Driver  Commuting  Practices  Survey.  FMCSA 
proposes  a  survey  to  inquire  about  driver  commuting  practices  to  fulfill  Section 
5515  of  the  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act,  2015  (FAST  Act).  Section 
551 5  of  the  FAST  Act  requires  FMCSA  to  conduct  a  study  on  the  safety  effects  of 
motor  carrier  operator  commutes  exceeding  150  minutes.  The  administrator  is 
then  required  to  submit  a  report  to  Congress  containing  the  findings  of  the  study. 
The  survey  proposed  within  this  information  collection  request  is  seeking  to  gather 
information  on  the  prevalence  of  excessive  (greater  than  150  minutes)  driver 
commuting  in  the  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  industry,  including  the  number 
and  percentage  of  drivers  who  commute;  the  distances  traveled,  time  zones 
crossed,  time  spent  commuting,  and  methods  of  transportation  used;  research  on 
the  impact  of  excessive  commuting  on  safety  and  CMV  driver  fatigue;  and  the 
commuting  practices  of  CMV  drivers  and  policies  of  motor  carriers.  Comments 
must  be  received  on  or  before  January  26,  2018. 


NHTSA  Extends  Comment  Period  to  Evaluate 
Effectiveness  of  Visual  Scanning  Training  for  Older 
Drivers 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
comment  deadline  for  the  information  collection  request  entitled,  "Visual  Scanning 
Training  for  Older  Drivers."  According  to  the  notice,  studies  have  identified 
particular  situations  where  older  drivers  are  most  at  risk,  including  navigating 
intersections  and  merging.  These  tasks  share  attributes  of  elevated  demand  on 
visual  search  and  visual  attention  skills.  The  visual  scanning  training  protocol  that 
is  the  focus  of  this  study  was  designed  to  be  delivered  in  one-on-one  sessions  by 
a  generalist  occupational  therapist  in  a  clinical  setting,  targeting  visual  field 
expansion,  simultaneous  process  of  multiple  visual  stimuli,  and  ocular  skill 
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exercises.  In  order  to  gain  data  on  this  training,  NHTSA  study  staff  will  invite  90 
drivers  70  and  older  to  either  participate  in  a  visual  scanning  training  program  or 
be  placed  in  a  control  activity  for  the  same  number  of  hours.  All  participants  will 
then  be  evaluated  on  the  road  by  a  Certified  Driver  Rehabilitation  Specialist,  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  training  protocol.  Comments  must  be  received 
by  December  26,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


Government  Funding  Set  to  Expire  on  December  8 

Federal  government  funding  is  scheduled  to  end  with  the  expiration  of  the  current 
continuing  resolution  (P.L.  115-56)  on  December  8th.  Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

NHTSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  State  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Programs 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  the  State  Highway  Safety  Grant  Programs. 
The  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FAST)  Act,  Public  Law  114-94, 
authorizes  NHTSA  to  issue  highway  safety  grants  to  States.  Specifically,  these 
grant  programs  include  the  Highway  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  402  or 
Section  402) ,  the  National  Priority  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  405  or 
Section  405)  and  a  separate  grant  on  racial  profiling  data  collection  (Pub.  L.  109- 
59,  Sec.  1906  or  Section  1906,  as  amended  by  Sec.  4011,  Pub.  L.  114-94). 
NHTSA  uses  a  consolidated  application  process  that  relies  on  the  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  States  submit  under  the  Section  402  program  as  a  single  application. 
The  information  required  to  be  submitted  for  these  grants  includes  the  HSP  and 
application  materials  that  cover  Section  405  grants  and  the  Section  1906  grant. 
States  also  must  submit  an  annual  report  evaluating  their  progress  in  achieving 
performance  targets.  States  may  be  required  to  receive  assessments  of  their  State 
programs  in  order  to  receive  a  grant.  NHTSA  has  implemented  an  interim  final  rule 
that  creates  uniform  procedures  for  States  to  apply  for  grant  funds  (81  FR  32554, 
May  23,  2016),  and  will  issue  a  final  rule  in  the  near  future.  These  procedures 
specify  the  information  that  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  receive  a  grant  and  the 
type  of  information  required  to  verify  performance  under  the  grants.  Under  these 
efforts,  NHTSA  has  taken  actions  to  streamline  the  required  application 
procedures,  including  the  expanded  use  of  an  electronic  submission  process 
identified  as  the  Grants  Management  Solutions  Suite  (GMSS).  This  system  will 
replace  the  current  grants  management  tracking  system  and  allows  States  to  apply 
for  and  receive  grants  electronically.  NHTSA  plans  to  introduce  an  updated  version 
of  GMSS  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Respondents  to  this  ICR  include  the  50  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  5  territories.  Comments  should  be  submitted  by 
January  26,  2018. 


FMCSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  Proposed  Driver 
Commuting  Practices  Survey 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  a  new  information 
collection  request  on  the  proposed  Driver  Commuting  Practices  Survey.  FMCSA 
proposes  a  survey  to  inquire  about  driver  commuting  practices  to  fulfill  Section 
5515  of  the  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act,  2015  (FAST  Act).  Section 
551 5  of  the  FAST  Act  requires  FMCSA  to  conduct  a  study  on  the  safety  effects  of 
motor  carrier  operator  commutes  exceeding  150  minutes.  The  administrator  is 
then  required  to  submit  a  report  to  Congress  containing  the  findings  of  the  study. 
The  survey  proposed  within  this  information  collection  request  is  seeking  to  gather 
information  on  the  prevalence  of  excessive  (greater  than  150  minutes)  driver 
commuting  in  the  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  industry,  including  the  number 
and  percentage  of  drivers  who  commute;  the  distances  traveled,  time  zones 
crossed,  time  spent  commuting,  and  methods  of  transportation  used;  research  on 
the  impact  of  excessive  commuting  on  safety  and  CMV  driver  fatigue;  and  the 
commuting  practices  of  CMV  drivers  and  policies  of  motor  carriers.  Comments 
must  be  received  on  or  before  January  26,  2018. 


NHTSA  Extends  Comment  Period  to  Evaluate 
Effectiveness  of  Visual  Scanning  Training  for  Older 
Drivers 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
comment  deadline  for  the  information  collection  request  entitled,  "Visual  Scanning 
Training  for  Older  Drivers."  According  to  the  notice,  studies  have  identified 
particular  situations  where  older  drivers  are  most  at  risk,  including  navigating 
intersections  and  merging.  These  tasks  share  attributes  of  elevated  demand  on 
visual  search  and  visual  attention  skills.  The  visual  scanning  training  protocol  that 
is  the  focus  of  this  study  was  designed  to  be  delivered  in  one-on-one  sessions  by 
a  generalist  occupational  therapist  in  a  clinical  setting,  targeting  visual  field 
expansion,  simultaneous  process  of  multiple  visual  stimuli,  and  ocular  skill 
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exercises.  In  order  to  gain  data  on  this  training,  NHTSA  study  staff  will  invite  90 
drivers  70  and  older  to  either  participate  in  a  visual  scanning  training  program  or 
be  placed  in  a  control  activity  for  the  same  number  of  hours.  All  participants  will 
then  be  evaluated  on  the  road  by  a  Certified  Driver  Rehabilitation  Specialist,  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  training  protocol.  Comments  must  be  received 
by  December  26,  2017.

FEDERAL  NEWS 


Government  Funding  Set  to  Expire  on  December  8 

Federal  government  funding  is  scheduled  to  end  with  the  expiration  of  the  current 
continuing  resolution  (P.L.  115-56)  on  December  8th.  Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

NHTSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  State  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Programs 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  the  State  Highway  Safety  Grant  Programs. 
The  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FAST)  Act,  Public  Law  114-94, 
authorizes  NHTSA  to  issue  highway  safety  grants  to  States.  Specifically,  these 
grant  programs  include  the  Highway  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  402  or 
Section  402) ,  the  National  Priority  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  405  or 
Section  405)  and  a  separate  grant  on  racial  profiling  data  collection  (Pub.  L.  109- 
59,  Sec.  1906  or  Section  1906,  as  amended  by  Sec.  4011,  Pub.  L.  114-94). 
NHTSA  uses  a  consolidated  application  process  that  relies  on  the  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  States  submit  under  the  Section  402  program  as  a  single  application. 
The  information  required  to  be  submitted  for  these  grants  includes  the  HSP  and 
application  materials  that  cover  Section  405  grants  and  the  Section  1906  grant. 
States  also  must  submit  an  annual  report  evaluating  their  progress  in  achieving 
performance  targets.  States  may  be  required  to  receive  assessments  of  their  State 
programs  in  order  to  receive  a  grant.  NHTSA  has  implemented  an  interim  final  rule 
that  creates  uniform  procedures  for  States  to  apply  for  grant  funds  (81  FR  32554, 
May  23,  2016),  and  will  issue  a  final  rule  in  the  near  future.  These  procedures 
specify  the  information  that  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  receive  a  grant  and  the 
type  of  information  required  to  verify  performance  under  the  grants.  Under  these 
efforts,  NHTSA  has  taken  actions  to  streamline  the  required  application 
procedures,  including  the  expanded  use  of  an  electronic  submission  process 
identified  as  the  Grants  Management  Solutions  Suite  (GMSS).  This  system  will 
replace  the  current  grants  management  tracking  system  and  allows  States  to  apply 
for  and  receive  grants  electronically.  NHTSA  plans  to  introduce  an  updated  version 
of  GMSS  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Respondents  to  this  ICR  include  the  50  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  5  territories.  Comments  should  be  submitted  by 
January  26,  2018. 


FMCSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  Proposed  Driver 
Commuting  Practices  Survey 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  a  new  information 
collection  request  on  the  proposed  Driver  Commuting  Practices  Survey.  FMCSA 
proposes  a  survey  to  inquire  about  driver  commuting  practices  to  fulfill  Section 
5515  of  the  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act,  2015  (FAST  Act).  Section 
551 5  of  the  FAST  Act  requires  FMCSA  to  conduct  a  study  on  the  safety  effects  of 
motor  carrier  operator  commutes  exceeding  150  minutes.  The  administrator  is 
then  required  to  submit  a  report  to  Congress  containing  the  findings  of  the  study. 
The  survey  proposed  within  this  information  collection  request  is  seeking  to  gather 
information  on  the  prevalence  of  excessive  (greater  than  150  minutes)  driver 
commuting  in  the  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  industry,  including  the  number 
and  percentage  of  drivers  who  commute;  the  distances  traveled,  time  zones 
crossed,  time  spent  commuting,  and  methods  of  transportation  used;  research  on 
the  impact  of  excessive  commuting  on  safety  and  CMV  driver  fatigue;  and  the 
commuting  practices  of  CMV  drivers  and  policies  of  motor  carriers.  Comments 
must  be  received  on  or  before  January  26,  2018. 


NHTSA  Extends  Comment  Period  to  Evaluate 
Effectiveness  of  Visual  Scanning  Training  for  Older 
Drivers 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
comment  deadline  for  the  information  collection  request  entitled,  "Visual  Scanning 
Training  for  Older  Drivers."  According  to  the  notice,  studies  have  identified 
particular  situations  where  older  drivers  are  most  at  risk,  including  navigating 
intersections  and  merging.  These  tasks  share  attributes  of  elevated  demand  on 
visual  search  and  visual  attention  skills.  The  visual  scanning  training  protocol  that 
is  the  focus  of  this  study  was  designed  to  be  delivered  in  one-on-one  sessions  by 
a  generalist  occupational  therapist  in  a  clinical  setting,  targeting  visual  field 
expansion,  simultaneous  process  of  multiple  visual  stimuli,  and  ocular  skill 
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exercises.  In  order  to  gain  data  on  this  training,  NHTSA  study  staff  will  invite  90 
drivers  70  and  older  to  either  participate  in  a  visual  scanning  training  program  or 
be  placed  in  a  control  activity  for  the  same  number  of  hours.  All  participants  will 
then  be  evaluated  on  the  road  by  a  Certified  Driver  Rehabilitation  Specialist,  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  training  protocol.  Comments  must  be  received 
by  December  26,  2017.

Federal  legislators  are 
evaluating  an  additional  continuing  resolution  that  would  extend  current  spending 
until  December  22nd  in  order  to  address  a  full  year-end  legislative  calendar  that 
includes  comprehensive  tax  reform.  The  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  would 
have  to  move  their  new  continuing  resolution  quickly  in  order  to  ensure  it  has  the 
time  to  be  received  and  considered  in  the  Senate  prior  to  December  8.  Some 
majority  lawmakers  have  indicated  that  they  would  prefer  a  longer-term  continuing 
resolution  so  that  they  can  avoid  making  fiscal  decisions  ahead  of  other  parallel 
tax  and  fiscal  legislative  considerations.  Should  the  efforts  ultimately  prove  futile, 
and  the  federal  government  heads  towards  shutdown,  each  federal  agency  is 
responsible  for  developing  a  shutdown  plan  that  reports  how  the  lack  of  funding 
impacts  their  non-essential  mission  obligations.  AAMVA  will  continue  to  keep  its 
members  informed  as  the  deadline  approaches. 

GAO  Publishes  Report  Recommending  U.S.  DOT 
Comprehensive  Plan  on  Automated  Vehicles 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  published  a  report  stating  that 
automated  cars  and  light-duty  trucks  pose  safety  and  infrastructure  challenges  for 
policymakers.  For  example,  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  if  the  current 
approach  to  vehicle  testing  and  standards  is  sufficient  to  ensure  adequate  vehicle 
safety.  Further,  policymakers  may  want  to  address  how  automated  vehicles 
interact  with  other  road  users.  Likewise,  automated  vehicles  may  require 
infrastructure  changes,  and  policymakers  will  need  to  decide  what  changes  to 
pursue,  while  also  providing  for  conventional  vehicles  since  many  stakeholders 
expect  conventional  vehicles  to  remain  on  the  roads  for  decades.  GAO  found  that 
U.S.  DOT  has  made  efforts  to  respond  to  some  of  these  challenges,  including 
defect  investigations  and  pursuit  of  recalls  of  some  driver-assistance  technologies 
as  well  as  the  issuance  of  new  voluntary  guidance  that  provides  technical 
assistance  for  states  and  suggests  a  framework  for  industry-led  safety 
testing.  The  report  finds,  however,  that  DOT  does  not  have  a  comprehensive  plan 
that  sets  clear  goals,  that  establishes  when  and  how  it  will  act,  or  that  indicates 
how  it  will  monitor  progress.  GAO  recommends  that  U.S.  DOT  develop  a 
comprehensive  plan  to  better  manage  departmental  initiatives  related  to 
automated  vehicles.  DOT  concurred  with  this  recommendation.  AAMVA  and

NHTSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  State  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Programs 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
information  collection  request  (ICR)  on  the  State  Highway  Safety  Grant  Programs. 
The  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act  (FAST)  Act,  Public  Law  114-94, 
authorizes  NHTSA  to  issue  highway  safety  grants  to  States.  Specifically,  these 
grant  programs  include  the  Highway  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  402  or 
Section  402) ,  the  National  Priority  Safety  Program  grants  (23  U.S.C.  405  or 
Section  405)  and  a  separate  grant  on  racial  profiling  data  collection  (Pub.  L.  109- 
59,  Sec.  1906  or  Section  1906,  as  amended  by  Sec.  4011,  Pub.  L.  114-94). 
NHTSA  uses  a  consolidated  application  process  that  relies  on  the  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  States  submit  under  the  Section  402  program  as  a  single  application. 
The  information  required  to  be  submitted  for  these  grants  includes  the  HSP  and 
application  materials  that  cover  Section  405  grants  and  the  Section  1906  grant. 
States  also  must  submit  an  annual  report  evaluating  their  progress  in  achieving 
performance  targets.  States  may  be  required  to  receive  assessments  of  their  State 
programs  in  order  to  receive  a  grant.  NHTSA  has  implemented  an  interim  final  rule 
that  creates  uniform  procedures  for  States  to  apply  for  grant  funds  (81  FR  32554, 
May  23,  2016),  and  will  issue  a  final  rule  in  the  near  future.  These  procedures 
specify  the  information  that  is  required  to  be  submitted  to  receive  a  grant  and  the 
type  of  information  required  to  verify  performance  under  the  grants.  Under  these 
efforts,  NHTSA  has  taken  actions  to  streamline  the  required  application 
procedures,  including  the  expanded  use  of  an  electronic  submission  process 
identified  as  the  Grants  Management  Solutions  Suite  (GMSS).  This  system  will 
replace  the  current  grants  management  tracking  system  and  allows  States  to  apply 
for  and  receive  grants  electronically.  NHTSA  plans  to  introduce  an  updated  version 
of  GMSS  for  fiscal  year  2019.  Respondents  to  this  ICR  include  the  50  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  5  territories.  Comments  should  be  submitted  by 
January  26,  2018. 


FMCSA  Announces  New  ICR  on  Proposed  Driver 
Commuting  Practices  Survey 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  announces  a  new  information 
collection  request  on  the  proposed  Driver  Commuting  Practices  Survey.  FMCSA 
proposes  a  survey  to  inquire  about  driver  commuting  practices  to  fulfill  Section 
5515  of  the  Fixing  America's  Surface  Transportation  Act,  2015  (FAST  Act).  Section 
551 5  of  the  FAST  Act  requires  FMCSA  to  conduct  a  study  on  the  safety  effects  of 
motor  carrier  operator  commutes  exceeding  150  minutes.  The  administrator  is 
then  required  to  submit  a  report  to  Congress  containing  the  findings  of  the  study. 
The  survey  proposed  within  this  information  collection  request  is  seeking  to  gather 
information  on  the  prevalence  of  excessive  (greater  than  150  minutes)  driver 
commuting  in  the  commercial  motor  vehicle  (CMV)  industry,  including  the  number 
and  percentage  of  drivers  who  commute;  the  distances  traveled,  time  zones 
crossed,  time  spent  commuting,  and  methods  of  transportation  used;  research  on 
the  impact  of  excessive  commuting  on  safety  and  CMV  driver  fatigue;  and  the 
commuting  practices  of  CMV  drivers  and  policies  of  motor  carriers.  Comments 
must  be  received  on  or  before  January  26,  2018. 


NHTSA  Extends  Comment  Period  to  Evaluate 
Effectiveness  of  Visual  Scanning  Training  for  Older 
Drivers 

The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  announces  a  new 
comment  deadline  for  the  information  collection  request  entitled,  "Visual  Scanning 
Training  for  Older  Drivers."  According  to  the  notice,  studies  have  identified 
particular  situations  where  older  drivers  are  most  at  risk,  including  navigating 
intersections  and  merging.  These  tasks  share  attributes  of  elevated  demand  on 
visual  search  and  visual  attention  skills.  The  visual  scanning  training  protocol  that 
is  the  focus  of  this  study  was  designed  to  be  delivered  in  one-on-one  sessions  by 
a  generalist  occupational  therapist  in  a  clinical  setting,  targeting  visual  field 
expansion,  simultaneous  process  of  multiple  visual  stimuli,  and  ocular  skill 
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exercises.  In  order  to  gain  data  on  this  training,  NHTSA  study  staff  will  invite  90 
drivers  70  and  older  to  either  participate  in  a  visual  scanning  training  program  or 
be  placed  in  a  control  activity  for  the  same  number  of  hours.  All  participants  will 
then  be  evaluated  on  the  road  by  a  Certified  Driver  Rehabilitation  Specialist,  to 
determine  the  effectiveness  of  the  training  protocol.  Comments  must  be  received 
by  December  26,  2017.

Finance.,  Investment  &  Audit  Committee  Charter 
As  revised  by  the  Committee  July  18,  20171 

1.  Purpose.  The  Finance,  Investment  and  Audit  Committee’s  (Committee)  role  is  one  of  oversight.  The 
Committee  will  assist  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  (Board)  in  fulfilling  its  financial  oversight 
responsibilities  by  monitoring  the  following: 

A.  Budget  development  and  oversight,  including  financial  reporting  and  accounting  documentation 

B.  Investment  management 

C.  Overall  systems  of  internal  control  and  risk  mitigation 

D.  Integrity  of  the  financial  statements 

E.  Compliance  with  legal  and  regulatory  requirements  and  ethical  standards 

F.  Independence  and  performance  of  the  independent  auditors 

G.  Adherence  to  procurement  policies 

2.  Committee  Membership  Requirements  &  Composition. 

A.  Committee  members  shall  be  chosen  because  they  are  financial  experts,  with  expertise  in  finance 
or  accounting,  and  who  understand  the  fundamentals  of  financial  statements,  portfolio 
investments,  and  marketable  securities.  A  financial  expert  includes  a  person  who  may  possess  one 
or  more  of  the  following  qualities: 

i)  Understand  financial  and  accounting  concepts  and  financial  statements. 

ii)  Have  experience  reviewing  corporate  financial  statements. 

iii)  Understand  internal  accounting  controls. 

iv)  Understand  the  functions  of  an  Audit  Committee. 

v)  Understand  the  elements  of  investments. 

vi)  Have  experience  evaluating  an  investment  portfolio’s  effectiveness. 

B.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  eight  members  appointed  by  the  Chair  of  the  Board  in 
addition  to  the  Treasurer  for  a  minimum  of  nine  members  (not  counting  ex  officio  members).  The 
CEO  and  CFO  of  AAMVA  will  be  non-voting  ex  officio  members  of  the  Committee. 

C.  At  least  two  members  of  the  Committee  (in  addition  to  the  Treasurer)  shall  be  members  of  the 
Board,  and  at  least  three  members  of  the  Committee  (including  the  Treasurer)  shall  be  Financial 
Experts.  With  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  two  other  Board  Members,  Committee 
Members  are  not  required  to  be  Board  Members.  The  Committee  Members  shall  be  selected  such 
that  the  Committee  has  representation  from  each  of  the  four  regions  whenever  possible.  When 
considering  candidates  to  represent  a  specific  region,  the  Treasurer  will  ask  the  Chair  of  the 
Board  to  request  nominations  from  the  Regional  President  for  that  region. 

D.  Preference  will  be  given  to  candidates  who  are  employees  of  Member  Jurisdictions,  who  are 
members  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  or  Transportation  communities  in  their  respective  states,  and  who 
have  the  requisite  financial  qualifications  and/or  prior  experience  serving  on  committees  with 
similar  responsibilities. 

E.  The  Treasurer  will  serve  as  Chair  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee  members  shall  serve  three 
year  terms  with  one  renewal  option  at  the  Board  Chair’s  discretion.  The  Treasurer  shall  serve  for 
the  duration  of  his/her  term  of  office.  Committee  members  may  be  removed  or  replaced  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  Chair 

T.  Committee  Meetings.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  four  times  per  year,  and  at  other  times  as 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Committee  Chair.  One  of  those  meetings  shall  be  a  face-to-face  meeting  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Chair.  The  Committee  Chair  will  ensure  that  Minutes  for  each  meeting  are

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recorded  and  that  the  results  of  each  meeting  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

4.  Committee  Authority. 

A.  The  Committee’s  role  is  one  of  oversight.  Management  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  financial 
statements  and  the  independent  auditors  are  responsible  for  auditing  those  financial  statements. 
Consequently,  in  carrying  out  its  oversight  responsibilities,  the  Committee  is  not  providing  any 
expert  or  special  assurance  as  to  the  financial  statements,  budgeting  activities,  investment 
activities  or  any  professional  certification  as  to  the  independent  auditor’s  work. 

B.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board,  the  Committee  Chair  shall  have  the  authority  to: 

i)  conduct  or  authorize  investigations  into  any  matters  within  the  Committee’s  scope  of 
responsibilities,  with  access  to  all  books,  records,  facilities,  and  personnel;  and 

ii)  retain  special  legal,  accounting,  or  other  consultants  and  to  form  subcommittees  or  working 
groups  to  assist  in  the  conduct  of  such  investigations  or  to  advise  or  coordinate  the 
Committee’s  mandates,  at  AAMVA’s  expense. 

C.  The  Committee  Chair  may  request  any  person  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  officer  or 
employee  of  AAMVA  or  the  independent  auditor,  to  attend  Committee  meetings  or  to  meet  with 
any  members  of,  or  advisors  to,  the  Committee. 

5.  Scope  of  Responsibilities.  The  Committee  shall  undertake  the  following  responsibilities  as  required 
and  applicable.  The  Committee  is  authorized  to  carry  out  these  activities  and  other  actions  reasonably 
related  to  the  Committee’s  purposes  or  assigned  by  the  Board  and/or  Executive  Committee  from  time 
to  time.  Given  the  voluntary  nature  of  Committee  membership  and  the  fact  that  members  have  other 
full-time  employment  responsibilities,  it  is  contemplated  that  additional  advisory  and  administrative 
support  may  be  required  in  order  for  the  Committee  to  fulfill  its  responsibilities  in  accordance  with 
the  Committee  Charter.  As  such,  the  Committee  Chair  shall  have  the  authority,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Chair  of  the  Board,  to  retain  advisory  support  services  as  deemed  necessary  to  fulfill  the 
Committee’s  activities. 

A.  Budgeting  and  Financial  Planning 

i)  Ensure  the  development  of  an  annual  operating  Budget  by  management. 

ii)  Review,  validate  and  approve  the  Budget  for  subsequent  presentation  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  Board  for  final  adoption. 

iii)  Monitor  adherence  to  the  Budget. 

iv)  Work  with  management  to  set  long-range  financial  goals  along  with  funding  strategies  to 
achieve  them. 

v)  Oversee  the  development  of  multi-year  operating  budgets  that  integrate  strategic  plan 
objectives  and  initiatives. 

vi)  Oversee  the  presentation  of  all  financial  goals  and  proposals  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

B.  Reporting 

i)  Oversee  management’s  development  of  monthly  internal  financial  reports  for  review  by  the 
Committee. 

ii)  Oversee  the  presentation  of  financial  reports  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  full  Board 
as  applicable. 

C.  Accounting  Policies  and  Documentation 

i)  Oversee  management  efforts  to  create,  approve,  and  update  financial  policies  (as  necessary) 
that  help  ensure  the  assets  of  the  organization  are  protected. 

ii)  Ensure  policies  and  procedures  for  financial  transactions  are  documented  in  a  manual,  and  the 
manual  is  reviewed  annually  and  updated  as  necessary. 

iii)  Establish  oversight  capabilities  to  ensure  approved  financial  policies  and  procedures  are 
being  followed. 

iv)  Ensure  compliance  and/or  the  development  of  other  policies  that  further  serve  to  protect  the 
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organization  and  manage  its  exposure  to  risk.  These  include,  but  are  not  limited  to: 

(1)  Long-term  contracts  or  leases 

(2)  Loans  or  lines  of  credit 

(3)  Capital  purchases 

(4)  Insurance  requirements  and  reviews 

(5)  Record  retention 

(6)  Gift  acceptance 

D.  Investment  Management  Oversight 

i)  Review  the  investment  policy  annually  for  those  handling  investment  funds  and  recommend 
any  needed  revisions  of  policy  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Board. 

ii)  Recommend  the  appointment,  renewal,  or  replacement  of  fund  managers  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Board. 

iii)  Regularly  review  the  performance  of  fund  managers  against  the  investment  policy  and  results 
of  other  peer  group  funds.  The  Committee  Members  are  to  be  notified  of  any  recommended 
change  in  fund  managers  and  given  the  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  recommended  change.  If  a 
Committee  meeting  is  not  scheduled  in  the  near  future,  this  notice  will  he  done  via  email  with 
a  set  date  for  a  response.  No  response  will  be  deemed  approval  of  the  recommendation  by 
the  Member. 

iv)  Ensure  that  AAMVA  investments  are  made  in  conformance  with  applicable  investment 
policies  and  investment  resolutions. 

v)  Oversee  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  portfolio  investment  policy. 

E.  Independent  Audits 

i)  Recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Board  the  appointment  and,  if  appropriate, 
termination  of  the  independent  auditor. 

ii)  Oversee  and  evaluate  the  work  of  the  independent  auditor  who  shall  report  directly  to  the 
Committee  and  to  the  Board. 

iii)  Review  and  confirm  the  independence  of  the  independent  auditor  annually  by  obtaining  and 
reviewing  a  report  from  the  independent  auditor  delineating  all  relationships  between  the 
independent  auditor  and  AAMVA. 

iv)  Review  with  the  independent  auditor  any  problems  the  auditor  has  encountered  performing 
the  audit,  any  management  letter  provided,  management’s  response  to  that  letter,  and  matters 
that  the  independent  auditor  is  required  to  communicate  to  the  Committee  and  the  Board. 

F.  Internal  Control  and  Risk  Mitigation 

i)  Review  with  management  and  the  independent  auditor  major  financial  risk  exposures,  if  any, 
and  evaluate  the  steps  management  has  taken  to  monitor  and  minimize  such  exposures. 

ii)  Require  management  to  establish  procedures  for  receiving,  retaining,  and  treating  complaints 
received  regarding  accounting,  internal  accounting  controls,  or  auditing  matters  and  the 
confidential,  anonymous  submission  by  employees  regarding  questionable  accounting  or 
auditing  matters. 

G.  Financial  Reporting 

i)  Review  with  the  independent  auditor  significant  accounting  and  reporting  issues,  including 
recent  professional  and  regulatory  pronouncements,  understand  their  impact  on  the  financial 
statements,  and  ensure  that  all  such  issues  have  been  considered  in  the  preparation  of  the 
financial  statements. 

ii)  Annual  Financial  Statements 

(1)  Review  with  management  and  the  independent  auditor  any  complex  and/or  unusual 
transactions. 

(2)  Review  with  management  and  the  independent  auditor,  in  separate  executive  sessions,  the 
annual  financial  statements  and  the  results  of  the  audit. 

(3)  Review  with  management  the  annual  audit  report  and  recommendations  of  the 
independent  auditor,  including  any  audit  problems  or  difficulties,  and  management’s 
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response. 


H.  Other  Responsibilities: 

i)  The  Committee  is  to  be  notified  in  a  timely  manner  of  any  violations  of  laws,  regulations, 
ethics,  or  policies  with  a  material  financial  impact  on  the  organization,  so  that  the  Committee 
is  able  to  participate  in  recommending  a  resolution  of  the  issue  to  the  Board.  Such  issues 
would  include  government  compliance  disputes  with  federal,  state,  or  local  governments. 

The  timing  of  such  notifications  to  the  Committee  will  be  based  on  the  advice  of  Counsel. 

ii)  Annually  review  and  recommend  updates  to  the  Committee’s  charter,  to  the  Board,  as 
needed. 

iii)  Maintain  Minutes  of  meetings  and  report  Committee  actions  to  the  Board  at  least  once 
annually,  and  make  such  recommendations,  as  the  Committee  deems  appropriate. 

iv)  Create  a  planning  calendar  for  the  ensuing  year,  or  review  and  approve  the  planning  calendar 
submitted  by  management. 

v)  Ensure  that  significant  findings  and  recommendations  made  by  the  independent  auditors  are 
received  and  addressed  by  management  on  a  timely  basis. 

vi)  Prepare  a  Finance,  Investment  and  Audit  Committee  Annual  Report  to  be  presented  to  the 
Membership  annually.

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The  initial  load  structured  testing  is  complete  and  we  are  now  ready  to  do  the  Initial  Load  Dry  Run  with  all  the 
production  data.  AK  estimates  they  have  around  675,000  active  title  records  which  are  NMVTIS  type  vehicles 
so  for  that  amount  AK  will  be  able  to  send  via  file  transfer.  AK  indicated  they  need  to  update  their  connection  to 
the  file  transfer  server  to  open  up  at  the  root  directory  instead  of  the  output  folder  before  they  send  the  file 
which  should  be  completed  in  the  next  day  or  so.  AK  will  send  a  test  file  to  ensure  it  is  working.  Patrick  will  go 
ahead  and  cut  the  initial  load  files  so  they  are  ready  to  send  once  the  connection  is  updated.  AK  is  to  send  the 
files  during  the  file  transfer  window  of  9  pm  -  7  am  ET.  Mina  indicated  she  should  be  able  to  send  the  files  by 
Friday  evening.

New  Jersey  MVC  Implementing  New  Requirements  for 
Transportation  Network  Companies 

The  New  Jersey  Motor  Vehicle  Commission  (MVC)  is  implementing  new 
requirements  for  transportation  network  companies  (TNCs),  which  use  a  digital 
network  to  connect  a  rider  to  a  driver  for  a  prearranged  ride.  These  new 
requirements  are  mandated  by  the  Transportation  Network  Company  Safety  and 
Regulatory  Act,  which  establishes  safety  and  insurance  requirements  for  TNCs 
while  allowing  for  continued  advances  in  the  transportation  industry.  Read  more 
here. 


California  DMV  Now  Terminals  Reach  Milestone 

Last  week,  the  100th  DMV  Now  Self-Service  Terminal  was  inaugurated  with  a 
ribbon  cutting  ceremony  at  the  midtown  Sacramento  Safeway.  The  self-service 
kiosk  is  designed  for  customers  who  need  their  vehicle  registration  card  and 
license  plate  tag  immediately.  The  kiosk  can  also  be  used  by  customers  who  want 
to  file  for  planned  non-operation  status.  "It's  exciting  to  give  our  customers  more 
options  to  complete  their  DMV  business,"  Director  Jean  Shiomoto  said.  "We  will  be 
expanding  service  options  on  the  kiosks  in  the  future."  During  the  past  year,  the 
department  has  expanded  the  availability  of  the  kiosks  from  field  offices  to  grocery 
stores  and  a  college  campus.  They  can  be  found  at  15  Northern  California  and  24 
Southern  California  supermarkets,  including  one  at  the  University  of  California, 
Irvine.

KYTC  Urges  Holiday  Travelers  to  Check  Vehicles  for 
Open  Recalls 

As  holiday  preparations  occupy  the  thoughts  of  Kentuckians,  the  Kentucky 
Transportation  Cabinet  (KYTC)  urges  travelers  to  add  an  important  task  to  their  to- 
do  lists  to  stay  safe  on  the  road:  check  for  unrepaired  vehicle  recalls.  By  visiting 
www.CheckToProtect.org.  drivers  can  conduct  a  free  search  for  open  recalls  on 
their  specific  car  using  their  Vehicle  Identification  Number  (VIN).  A  search  using 
the  vehicle's  year,  make  and  model  yields  a  list  of  potential  open  recalls. 
Authorized  dealers  will  repair  recalls  for  free.  Kentucky  is  the  first  state  to  partner 
with  the  National  Safety  Council  to  bring  awareness  to  motorists  about  Check  To 
Protect,  a  national  campaign  to  encourage  drivers  to  search  the  National  Highway 
Traffic  Safety  Administration's  (NHTSA)  open  recall  database.  More  than  105,000 
clicks  have  been  made  to  the  website  since  the  June  campaign  launch.  KYTC 
wants  to  see  those  numbers  increase  in  Kentucky,  the  state  with  the  eighth- 
highest  open  recall  rate  in  the  nation. 
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FEDERAL  NEWS 


Nielsen  Confirmed  as  DHS  Secretary 

The  United  States  Senate  has  voted  62  -  37  to  confirm  Kirstjen  Nielsen  as 
Secretary  of  the  Homeland  Security  Department.  Nielsen  previously  worked  for 
White  House  Chief  of  Staff  John  Kelly  who  had  run  the  Department  prior  to  being 
named  Chief  of  Staff  to  the  President.  Nielsen  had  also  previously  worked  at  the 
Transportation  Security  Administration  shortly  after  the  September  1 1  attacks.  The 
Department  encompasses  22  agencies  and  employs  more  than  240,000 
individuals  including  those  working  in  Customs  and  Border  Protection,  Immigration 
and  Customs  Enforcement,  the  Transportation  Security  Administration,  the  Secret 
Service,  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and 
U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services. 


U.S.  Congress  Clears  Stopgap  Spending  Measure 

The  United  States  Congress  has  passed  a  short-term  continuing  resolution  (H.J. 
Res  123)  by  a  235-193  vote.  The  vote  came  with  one  day  remaining  prior  to 
deadline,  thereby  averting  a  partial  government  shutdown.  The  latest  continuing 
resolution  provides  funding  for  federal  agencies  until  its  expiration  on  December 
22,  indicating  that  a  third  continuing  resolution  will  likely  be  necessary  this  year. 
Debate  around  a  comprehensive  spending  agreement  between  the  majority  and 
minority,  a  resolution  addressing  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals 
program,  and  concerns  over  the  need  to  address  defense  spending  conclusively 
and  independently  prior  to  the  new  year  all  complicate  negotiations  in  the  limited 
time  until  the  newly  passed  continuing  resolution  expires  on  December  22. 


FMCSA  Renews  Medical  Review  Board  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  the 
charter  renewal  of  the  Medical  Review  Board  (MRB),  a  Federal  Advisory 
Committee  that  provides  the  agency  with  medical  advice  and  recommendations  on 
medical  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  physical  qualifications  of  operators  of 
commercial  motor  vehicles,  medical  examiner  education,  and  medical 
research.  This  charter  renewal  took  effect  on  November  25,  2017  and  will  expire 
after  2  years. 


GAO  Recommends  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Improve 
Usability  of  Recall  Website 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  entitled,  "Auto 
Recalls:  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Further  Improve  the  Usability  of  Its 
Website."  GAO  found  that  most  consumers  in  GAO’s  focus  group  website  usability 
tests  found  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA's  website  -  NHTSA.gov  -  easy  to  use; 
however,  some  consumers  experienced  difficulties  when  asked  to  complete  auto 
recall  related  tasks.  For  example,  when  consumers  attempted  to  search  for  recalls 
affecting  their  specific  vehicles,  some  found  the  search  results  confusing,  leading 
them  to  question  the  accuracy  of  the  results.  Similarly,  some  consumers  were 
hampered  in  searching  for  recalls  by  their  vehicles'  year,  make  and  model  because 
the  website  did  not  always  display  model  options  using  plain  language.  GAO  found 
that  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA.gov  do  not  always  reflect  federal  and  industry 
key  website  usability  practices,  and  that  an  independent  evaluation  conducted  by 
website  usability  professionals  at  GAO's  request  identified  similar  issues.  NHTSA 
is  in  the  process  of  consolidating  its  website  but  has  not  determined  a  completion 
date  for  the  consolidation  effort.  GAO  recommends  that  NHTSA  determine  a 
completion  date  for  its  website  consolidation  effort  and  take  interim  steps  to 
improve  the  usability  of  NHTSA.gov  by  addressing  the  website  usability  difficulties 
GAO  identified.  The  Department  of  Transportation  concurred  with  the 
recommendations. 


National  Transportation  Atlas  Database  Fall  2017  Update 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  Bureau  of  Transportation  Statistics  has 
released  the  Fall  2017  update  to  the  National  Transportation  Atlas  Database 
(NTAD)  with  three  new  datasets  and  23  updated  datasets.  The  NTAD  is  a 
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compilation  of  geospatial  datasets  representing  the  nation's  transportation 
infrastructure,  including  roadways,  railways,  and  airports.  Read  more  here.

Kentucky  is  the  first  state  to  partner 
with  the  National  Safety  Council  to  bring  awareness  to  motorists  about  Check  To 
Protect,  a  national  campaign  to  encourage  drivers  to  search  the  National  Highway 
Traffic  Safety  Administration's  (NHTSA)  open  recall  database.  More  than  105,000 
clicks  have  been  made  to  the  website  since  the  June  campaign  launch.  KYTC 
wants  to  see  those  numbers  increase  in  Kentucky,  the  state  with  the  eighth- 
highest  open  recall  rate  in  the  nation.

Nielsen  Confirmed  as  DHS  Secretary 

The  United  States  Senate  has  voted  62  -  37  to  confirm  Kirstjen  Nielsen  as 
Secretary  of  the  Homeland  Security  Department.  Nielsen  previously  worked  for 
White  House  Chief  of  Staff  John  Kelly  who  had  run  the  Department  prior  to  being 
named  Chief  of  Staff  to  the  President.  Nielsen  had  also  previously  worked  at  the 
Transportation  Security  Administration  shortly  after  the  September  1 1  attacks.  The 
Department  encompasses  22  agencies  and  employs  more  than  240,000 
individuals  including  those  working  in  Customs  and  Border  Protection,  Immigration 
and  Customs  Enforcement,  the  Transportation  Security  Administration,  the  Secret 
Service,  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and 
U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services. 


U.S.  Congress  Clears  Stopgap  Spending  Measure 

The  United  States  Congress  has  passed  a  short-term  continuing  resolution  (H.J. 
Res  123)  by  a  235-193  vote.  The  vote  came  with  one  day  remaining  prior  to 
deadline,  thereby  averting  a  partial  government  shutdown.  The  latest  continuing 
resolution  provides  funding  for  federal  agencies  until  its  expiration  on  December 
22,  indicating  that  a  third  continuing  resolution  will  likely  be  necessary  this  year. 
Debate  around  a  comprehensive  spending  agreement  between  the  majority  and 
minority,  a  resolution  addressing  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals 
program,  and  concerns  over  the  need  to  address  defense  spending  conclusively 
and  independently  prior  to  the  new  year  all  complicate  negotiations  in  the  limited 
time  until  the  newly  passed  continuing  resolution  expires  on  December  22. 


FMCSA  Renews  Medical  Review  Board  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  the 
charter  renewal  of  the  Medical  Review  Board  (MRB),  a  Federal  Advisory 
Committee  that  provides  the  agency  with  medical  advice  and  recommendations  on 
medical  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  physical  qualifications  of  operators  of 
commercial  motor  vehicles,  medical  examiner  education,  and  medical 
research.  This  charter  renewal  took  effect  on  November  25,  2017  and  will  expire 
after  2  years. 


GAO  Recommends  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Improve 
Usability  of  Recall  Website 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  entitled,  "Auto 
Recalls:  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Further  Improve  the  Usability  of  Its 
Website."  GAO  found  that  most  consumers  in  GAO’s  focus  group  website  usability 
tests  found  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA's  website  -  NHTSA.gov  -  easy  to  use; 
however,  some  consumers  experienced  difficulties  when  asked  to  complete  auto 
recall  related  tasks.  For  example,  when  consumers  attempted  to  search  for  recalls 
affecting  their  specific  vehicles,  some  found  the  search  results  confusing,  leading 
them  to  question  the  accuracy  of  the  results.  Similarly,  some  consumers  were 
hampered  in  searching  for  recalls  by  their  vehicles'  year,  make  and  model  because 
the  website  did  not  always  display  model  options  using  plain  language.  GAO  found 
that  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA.gov  do  not  always  reflect  federal  and  industry 
key  website  usability  practices,  and  that  an  independent  evaluation  conducted  by 
website  usability  professionals  at  GAO's  request  identified  similar  issues.  NHTSA 
is  in  the  process  of  consolidating  its  website  but  has  not  determined  a  completion 
date  for  the  consolidation  effort.  GAO  recommends  that  NHTSA  determine  a 
completion  date  for  its  website  consolidation  effort  and  take  interim  steps  to 
improve  the  usability  of  NHTSA.gov  by  addressing  the  website  usability  difficulties 
GAO  identified.  The  Department  of  Transportation  concurred  with  the 
recommendations. 


National  Transportation  Atlas  Database  Fall  2017  Update 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation's  Bureau  of  Transportation  Statistics  has 
released  the  Fall  2017  update  to  the  National  Transportation  Atlas  Database 
(NTAD)  with  three  new  datasets  and  23  updated  datasets.  The  NTAD  is  a 
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compilation  of  geospatial  datasets  representing  the  nation's  transportation 
infrastructure,  including  roadways,  railways,  and  airports.

Nielsen  Confirmed  as  DHS  Secretary 

The  United  States  Senate  has  voted  62  -  37  to  confirm  Kirstjen  Nielsen  as 
Secretary  of  the  Homeland  Security  Department.

The 
Department  encompasses  22  agencies  and  employs  more  than  240,000 
individuals  including  those  working  in  Customs  and  Border  Protection,  Immigration 
and  Customs  Enforcement,  the  Transportation  Security  Administration,  the  Secret 
Service,  the  U.S.  Coast  Guard,  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  and 
U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Services. 


U.S.  Congress  Clears  Stopgap  Spending  Measure 

The  United  States  Congress  has  passed  a  short-term  continuing  resolution  (H.J. 
Res  123)  by  a  235-193  vote.  The  vote  came  with  one  day  remaining  prior  to 
deadline,  thereby  averting  a  partial  government  shutdown.  The  latest  continuing 
resolution  provides  funding  for  federal  agencies  until  its  expiration  on  December 
22,  indicating  that  a  third  continuing  resolution  will  likely  be  necessary  this  year. 
Debate  around  a  comprehensive  spending  agreement  between  the  majority  and 
minority,  a  resolution  addressing  the  Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals 
program,  and  concerns  over  the  need  to  address  defense  spending  conclusively 
and  independently  prior  to  the  new  year  all  complicate  negotiations  in  the  limited 
time  until  the  newly  passed  continuing  resolution  expires  on  December  22. 


FMCSA  Renews  Medical  Review  Board  Charter 

The  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Administration  (FMCSA)  has  announced  the 
charter  renewal  of  the  Medical  Review  Board  (MRB),  a  Federal  Advisory 
Committee  that  provides  the  agency  with  medical  advice  and  recommendations  on 
medical  standards  and  guidelines  for  the  physical  qualifications  of  operators  of 
commercial  motor  vehicles,  medical  examiner  education,  and  medical 
research.  This  charter  renewal  took  effect  on  November  25,  2017  and  will  expire 
after  2  years. 


GAO  Recommends  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Improve 
Usability  of  Recall  Website 

The  Government  Accountability  Office  (GAO)  has  issued  a  report  entitled,  "Auto 
Recalls:  NHTSA  Should  Take  Steps  to  Further  Improve  the  Usability  of  Its 
Website."  GAO  found  that  most  consumers  in  GAO’s  focus  group  website  usability 
tests  found  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA's  website  -  NHTSA.gov  -  easy  to  use; 
however,  some  consumers  experienced  difficulties  when  asked  to  complete  auto 
recall  related  tasks.  For  example,  when  consumers  attempted  to  search  for  recalls 
affecting  their  specific  vehicles,  some  found  the  search  results  confusing,  leading 
them  to  question  the  accuracy  of  the  results.  Similarly,  some  consumers  were 
hampered  in  searching  for  recalls  by  their  vehicles'  year,  make  and  model  because 
the  website  did  not  always  display  model  options  using  plain  language.  GAO  found 
that  the  auto  recall  areas  of  NHTSA.gov  do  not  always  reflect  federal  and  industry 
key  website  usability  practices,  and  that  an  independent  evaluation  conducted  by 
website  usability  professionals  at  GAO's  request  identified  similar  issues.  NHTSA 
is  in  the  process  of  consolidating  its  website  but  has  not  determined  a  completion 
date  for  the  consolidation  effort.  GAO  recommends  that  NHTSA  determine  a 
completion  date  for  its  website  consolidation  effort  and  take  interim  steps  to 
improve  the  usability  of  NHTSA.gov  by  addressing  the  website  usability  difficulties 
GAO  identified.  The  Department  of  Transportation  concurred  with  the 
recommendations.

NHTSA 
is  in  the  process  of  consolidating  its  website  but  has  not  determined  a  completion 
date  for  the  consolidation  effort.  GAO  recommends  that  NHTSA  determine  a 
completion  date  for  its  website  consolidation  effort  and  take  interim  steps  to 
improve  the  usability  of  NHTSA.gov  by  addressing  the  website  usability  difficulties 
GAO  identified.  The  Department  of  Transportation  concurred  with  the 
recommendations.
